They were.at his heels whén he started 
for the Simmons auto which was to 
bear him away from the station. One 
stood on each side of the machine as 
the President and’ his party entered it, 
‘and immediately afterward one of them, 
Wheeler, took a seat beside the Presi- 
dent, while ‘the other climbed into an 
auto close behind him and followed 
him to the St. Louis Club.

The streets 
between the St. Louis Club on Lindell 
avenue to the.Locust street entrance to 
the Celiseum were practicall-- cleared of 
traffic. 

On leaving,Ahe Club the automobiles 
proceeded along the middle of the 
streets, and stopped on the north side 
of the street in front of the Coliseum. 

President Taft stepped out of the auto- 
mobile to the sidewalk and walked 
quickly into the Celiseum. 

The President was greeted at the Coll- 
seurn by Edward Devoy, who started 
to introduce to him Barrett and Dray- 
ton, leaders of the. farmers’ erganiza- 
tions. But he did tiet wait for the in- 
troductions to be finished, and made 
for the two men with a “Glad to meet 
you, sir,” for each. The rest _of the 
farmers’ committeemen stood in line at 
either side of the room. 

Between Barrett and Drayton the 
President passed to. the stage, while a 
handclapping started in the audience. 
He shook hands with a few of those 
on the stage, then sank back in a mam- 
moth green plush chair.

He said the prosperity of the farmer 
is coincident. with the prosperity of the 
nation, and that the welfare of all peo- 
ple depends upon the cultivation of the 
soil. Gov. Hadley has recently pur- 
chased a farm near Jefferson City and 
is now .one of the State's most enthusi- 
astic tillers of the soil. 

He said Missouri is now easily the 
first State west of ‘the Mississippi River 
in the value of its agricultural, mineral, 
é¢ommercial and industrial wealth. He 
said that one-half of the 44,000,000 acres 
of tillable land in this State has never 
been touched by the plowshare. 

Speaking of the reclamation of the 
floeded lands Gov. Hadley said: ‘“‘“While 
the reclamation of this land is primarily 
@ work that belongs to the people of 
Missouri, yet in its accomplishment we 
have a right to look to the national 
Government for assistance. The na- 
tional Government has during the last 
10 years enacted laws providing for tie 
expenditure of $115,000,000 for thal recla- 
mation of 3,000,000 acres of arid lands 
n the western states by making them 
subject to irrigation. 

“While it is the unquestioned senti- 
ment of the people of the Mississippi 
Valley that this money is wisely spent, 
yet it is also the unquestioned senti- 
ment of the people of the Mississippi 
Valley that it is unfair to that section 
of the country to spend such vast sums 
in the reclamation of the arid lands: of 
the, Wes? without at the same time 
spending that which is. necessary to be 
spent to assist the people of this section 
of the country in the reelamation of 
their swamped and flooded lands. ~ 

“Particularly is this true in view of 
the fact that. these lands are new in- 
valuable for the purposes of cultivation 
by reason of the fact that the national 
Government has not maintained within 
the banks of the navigable rivers the 
waters that ought to flow. there.

NEW YORK, May 4-If you are 
awaiting the arrival of a train with the 
intention of boarding it, you afte a 
passenger just as much as if you were 
in the coach, says the appellate di- 
vision of the Supreme Court. George 


Schaffler was a student at Morris High 
1School. He was awaiting his train, at 


the temporary shack used by the New 
Haven Railroad at Hunt’s Point in June, 
1908, when a work éngine came by push- 
ing a car from which a long iron 
bar protruded. The car caught the lad 
and pushed him onto the track. A 
wheel of the car passed over his leg 
which :‘later was amputated below the 
knee, 

The railroad’s attorney contended that 
the lad was not a passenger at the 
time he was hurt, end that he was, in 
effect, standing on a public highway. 
The Appellate Court declares he was as 
much a passenger as if he had been 
riding on a train and affirmed the ver- 
dict awarding $13,750 damages.

In the issue between St. Louis and the railroads 
concerning the so-called bridge arbitrary there is 
no question of rates made by the East Side lines 
or the West Side lines. The only issue is that of 


Association on St. Louis traffic within the f00- 
mile zone, The tolls charged by the Terminal do 
not go to the East Side lines on which the goods 
to or from St. Louis are billed, but to the Ter- 
minal Railway Association for the support of the 
bridges and terminal lines. It is\ not a switch 
charge because it is levied on traffic shipped by 
the railroads owning the bridge and terminal sys- 
tems as well as on the traffic of other lines. It 
far exceeds in amount the switch charges of one 
line for handling the traffic of another. Thus 
on coal, whether carried by a coal road not in 
the terminal combine or by a member of the com- 
bine and an owner of the terminal system, the 
bridge toll for carrying the 7 across the river 
is 20 cents a ton. 

Mr. Powell ought to. know that those bridge 
tolls are levied in accordance with an agreement 
‘entered into by his own road 0 all the éther 
St. Louis roads when they combined and took 
over the bridge and terminal properties in St. 
Louis and made them their common terminals, 
He ought to know that in the combine contract 
the railroads agreed to guarantee the fixed 
charges and expenses of their bridge and ter- 
minal system, and to recoup themselves by levy- 
ing sufficient charges on St. Louis traffic. 
tolls are collected by the Terminal Railway As- 
| sociation, but since it is only the merger corpora- 
tion, the combine agent, of the railroads the tolls 
are for the benefit of all, because they relieve all 
the railrpads of the cost of building, maintaining 
and operating bridges and terminals here by 
shifting it from their general traffic, where it be- 
longs, to St. Louis traffic, where it is a grossly 


‘unjust and damaging burden. 


The tolis being collected by. the combine agent 
of all the railroads in the combine and in accord- 
ance with their agreement, all the railroads must 
consent to abolish them, unless a competitor 
smashes the monopoly. 

The statement of Mr. Powell is worm eaten. 
It was run out as a dodge years ago. What we 
have said about the bridge arbitrary is no longer 

a subject of controversy among intelligent citi- 
zens, not to speak of railroad men. It was ad- 
mitted by the railroads when they concertedly 
abolished the\tolls. on traffic outside the 100- 
mile zone. 

If Mr. Povrell does not know these facts about 
the terminal situation in St. Louis and about the 


“ttolls which his own company helps to levy on St. 


Louis traffic, he should inform himself. It is his 
duty to inform himself before presuming serious- 
ly to treat with St. Louis representatives for the 
abolition of the tolls. It is painful and weari- 
‘some to have to explain to a great railroad man- 
jager things about his own business which every- 
body else knows.

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THE COST OF BATTLESHIPS. 
From the New York World. 

Mr. McKenna, First Lerd of the Ad- 
miralty, had an uneasy experience trying 
to explain to Partlament why Amer- 
ican battle ships cost, as alleged, less 
than British ships. 

He urged that the standards of the 
two services are different, and that the 
information is so scant as to the pro- 
portion of equipment included in the 
computation that it is not possible to 
make fair comparisons.

J. W. Gibson, a 
banker of Mt. Vernon, was the first 
witness before thé jury. He had been 
closeted with the prosecutor a long 
time before testifying. 

Ww. C. Blair, Democrat, who repre- 
sents the Mt. Vernon district in the 
General Assembly and voted for Lori- 
mer, does his banking with Gibson. The 
jury questioned Giscon with regard to 
Blair’s financial <tanding, both. before 
and after the eletcion of Lorimer. 
Thomas Tippit, of. Olney, was the next 
witgess. .He was-followed by H. A. 
Shepard, of Jerseyville. Both denied 
any knowledge of the alleged bribery. 

Albert E. Isley of Newton also was 
taken before the jury after a long talk 
with Wayman. It was reported that he 
tohi the jury that $1000 had been of- 
fered ta Senator F. J. Tossey to vote 
for Lorimer. Isley teld the prosecutor 
it was common talk in Springfield that 
all the “‘little nien’’ who voted for Lori- 
mer received $1000, while larger amounts 
were given to the “big men.” 

Deputy Sheriff Steinert received from 
the Sangamon County grand jury an 
order demanding that he produce White 
in Springfield. Steinert said he would 
take him ‘there as soon as the Cook 
County grand jury heard all his story.

Kelly, who played back and 


took the ball on the first bound most-of 


the time, had twice as many passed balls 


in & month as Kifng would have in a 
season, but his. armor was {ighter, and 


he faced different styles of pitching. He 


caught in the days when great powerful, 
often wild, pitchers, took a five-foot run 


through the box and hurled the ball 


feet. Ewing who-treally came between 
Kelly and Kling, was cool, studious, 
steady, helpful to pitchers, and threw 
with rare judgment and ability. Kling 
is a brilliant general who worked per- 
fectly with pitchers and the infield, and 
his throwing was as n perfect as 
could be. How much Chicago’s wonder- 
fil infield helped in making Kling a 
great catcher is hard to calculate. One 
Eastern catcher remarked: 

“I would catch for half the salary I 
am getting if I had that infield to throw 
to-and work with.”’ 

WORKING THE UMPIRE. 

LING is a past master of the art 
K of working umpires on balls and 
strikes, which is one of the duties 

of a catcher that is not suspected by the 
spectators. The importance of “getting 
the cerners”’ is realized by all players, 
and the catcher who gets this advantage 
is invaluable to his club. Some umpires 
call strikes on both corners, some the 
outside, some the inside; and some force 
the pitcher to put the ball squarely over 
the plate. Many and varied are the 
schemes. worked by catchers. to “get 
the corners.”” The best tactics, how- 
ever, are those employed by the catch- 
ers who seldom kick, and who win the 
friendship and confidence of the offi- 
clals. The other players may kick, or 
range and shoot shafts of sarcasm at 
the umpire, but the catcher knows he 
must be diplomatic. Sympathizing with 
the umpire, or openly rebuking his_own 
teammates for kicking, assuring the um- 
pire he was right, or speaking his ob- 
jections in a low tone, serve many 
catchers in their effort to get a “shade 
the better ef it’’ on ball and strike de- 
cisions. The umpire does not care 
much what the players say to him, or 
how much they kick, if they do not 


}arouse the crowd te anger. Kling’s 
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method was tobe friendly with all um- 
pires, siding with them, telling them 
they were right, and frequently whis- 
pering to th to be on the guard for 
a certain curve that was coming. He 
urged them not to pay, attention to the 
other players, and while never openly 
criticising umpires, he occasionally 
whispered that he thought the ball 
might have been over the corner. 
_ Roger Bresnahan, one of the greatest 
of catchers, works on exactly opposite 
lines. He seldom says much to an um- 
pire (that anyone save the umpire can 
hear), but he invites the crowd to sym- 
pathize with him against the official 
by looking pained and grieved. When
